FINLAND  WHITE  GUARD 


IS  REPORTED  VICTORIOUS 


Defeats  Red  Guard,  Killing  3,000  Men,  and  Cap- 
tures Viborg — No  Confirmation  Received  of 
Rumor  as  to  Expulsion  of  Entente 
Representatives  From  Petrograd 


AMSTERDAM,  Feb.  8.— A  telegram  from  Berlin 
quotes  The  Boersen  Gazette  as  saying  that  as  a  result  of 
conferences  held  at  Berlin  an  agreement  had  been  reached 
regarding  peace  terms  to  be  offered  by  the  Central  Powers 
to  Roumania.  The  report  is  confirmed  by  The  Essener 
Allgemeine  Zeitung,  which  says  that  Roumania  can  secure 
compensation  in  Southwestern  Bessarabia  for  the  annexa- 
tion of  the  province  of  Dobrudja  by  Bulgaria.  The  news- 
paper suggests  that  Roumania  and  the  Ukraine  make  com- 
mon cause  against  the  Russian  Bolsheviki, 

Finland  Fighting 


STOCKHOLM,  Feb.  8. — General 
Mannerhelm,  commander  of  the 
forces  which  are  supporting  the  Finn- 
ish provisional  Government,  has  de- 
feated the  revolutionary  Red  Guard,  a 
Helslngfors  dispatch  to  The  Afton 
Tldignen  reports.  The  Red  Guards 
are  said  to  have  suffered  a  loss  of 
3,000  killed.  The  battle  occurred  at 
Korkeakosl,  near  Tammerfors. 

LONDON,  Feb.  8. — Reports  from 
Stockholm,  where  there  is  strong- 
sympathy  for  the  Finnish  govern- 
ment In  Its  fight  against  the  Bolshe- 
viki, represent  events  In  Finland  as 
still  favorable  to  the  White  Guard, 
or  government  troops.  It  is  reliably 
reported  that  the  White  Guards 
have  captured  Viborg,  and  are  en- 
deavoring to  cut  the  railroad  to  Pet- 
rograd and  then  march  on  Helslng- 
fors, held  by  the  Red  Guard. 
Trains  From  Petrograd 

STOCKHOLM,  Feb.  8.— Two  trains 
from  Petrograd  reached  Tornea,  on 
the  Swedish-Finnish  border  Thurs- 
day, according  to  a  report  to  Am- 
erican Minister  Morris.  One  brought 
the  Roumanian  Minister  to  Russia, 
who  has  been  dismissed  by  the  Bol- 
sheviki. The  other  was  a  regular 
train. 

The  first  train  was  12  days  on  Its 
way  across  Finland,  now  torn  by 
revolution.  A  third  train,  which  left 
Petrograd  Saturday  and  which  car- 
ried American  couriers,  is  expected 
to  reach  the  border  Friday. 

Report  as  to  Ministers 

WASHINGTON,  Feb.  8.— An  un- 
confirmed report  that  all  the  Allied 
missions  at  present  at  Petrograd  had 
been  driven  out  by  the  Bolsheviki 
government  and  are  on  their  way 
to  the  Swedish  border,  was  received 
today  at  the  State  Department 
through  American  Minister  Morris 
at  Stockholm. 

The  department  has  not  heard 
from  Minister  Francis  at  Petrograd 
since  February  3. 


SPY  IS  FOUND 
ON  DUTCH  LINER 


Said  to  Have  Been  Discovered 
Among  Passengers  on  Niew 
Amsterdam,  With  New  Ger- 
man Code  in  His  Possession 


AN  ATLANTIC,  PORT,  Feb.  8.— A 
German  spy  was  reported  tonight  to 
have  been  found  among  forty,  first 
and  second  passengers  on  the  Dutch 
liner  Nleuw  Amsterdam,  who  earlier 
In  the  day  were  detained  by  Federal 
agents  for  examination. 

After  twelve  thin  sheets  of  paper, 
covered  with  letters  and  figures  of  a 
code  had  been  found  upon  him,-  the 
man  Is  said  to  have  broken  down 
and  confessed  that  he  is  In  the  pay 
of  the  German  Government,  and  had 
come  over  In  order  to  furnish  spies 
now  operaUng  In  this  country  with 
the  new  code.  He  Is  also  said  to 
have  stated  that  he  received  a  large 
sum  of  money  for  undertaking  the 
mission,  but  refused  to  give  the 
names  of  the  persons  to  whom  the 
code  was  to  be  delivered. 

The  man  was  said  to  be  a  natural- 
ised American  cltlsen  of  Dutch  or 
German  origin.  The  purpose  of  the 
spy  la  coming  to  this  country  was 
to  re-establish  communication  be- 
tween the  German  spy  system  here 
and  the  German  Government,  which 
had  aeon  impaired  by  the  ability  of 
American  Intelligence  officers  to  read 
•listing  codes,  it  was  reported.

CAHLE  PLACED 

m  FREE  LIST 


Duty  on  Imported  Animals  to 
Be  Suspended  for  Twelve 
Months — Statement  as  to 
Farm  Tractors. 


OTTAWA,  Feb.  8.— The  Government 
has  put  cattle  on  the  free  list.  In  fu- 
ture cattle,  on  whioh  there  was  a  gen- 
eral tariff  of  25  per  cent  plus  TM  per 
sent,  may  enter  Canada  free  of  duty. 

FollowlnK  a  meeting  of  the  Cabinet 
Council  meeting-  it  was  stated  that  the 
proposed  order-in-council  placing  cattle 
on  the  free  list  would  apply  for 
twelve  months.  The  order-ln-councll 
has  not  yet  been  signed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor-General, and  la  therefore  not  offi- 
cially passed. 

The  Citizen  says:  "A  measure  of 
tariff  reform  and  a  stimulus  to  food 
production  lie  behind  a  decision  of  the 
Government  to  remove  the  duty  on 
farm   tractors  and   on   cattle. 

"The  necessary  order-ln-councll  plac- 
ing these  commodities  on  the  free  list 
are  now  in  the  process  of  passing  as 
war  measures.  With  regard  to  cattle, 
representations  were  made  by  Alberta 
boards  of  trade  and  ranch  interests 
that  at  a  time  when  an  increased  pro- 
duction of  livestock  is  so  much  a  neces- 
sity, a  tariff  of  26  per  cent  plush  the 
7ft  per  cent  war  tariff  operates  as  a 
hardship.  An  abundance  of  cattle  Is 
reported  In  Montana  and  adjoining 
states,  where  feed  is  scarce.  There  is 
plenty  of  it  in  Alberta." 


PROTESTS  AGAINST 

SINKING  OF  GIRALDA 


MADRID,  Feb.  8.— The  Spanish  Am- 
bassador at  Berlin  telegraphs  that  he 
sent  to  the  German  Government  on 
Thursday  evening  a  note  of  the  Span- 
ish Government  protesting  against  the 
recent  sinking  of  the  Spanish  steamer 
Giralda. 


The  Giralda  was  sunk  by  a  German 
submarine  January  26,  after  the  crew 
of  the  U-boat  had  looted  the  vessel. 
The  crew  of  the  Bteamer  was  saved. 

On  January  31,  the  cabinet,  sitting 
under  the  presidency  of  King  Alfonso. 
decided  to  Bend  a  strong  protest  to 
Germany  demanding  reparation  for  the 
torpedoing  of  the  Giralda.

PROVINCE  OF  QUEBEC 

GOES  DRY  IN  1919 

QUEBEC,  Feb.  8— The  Province  of 
Quebec  has  fallen  In  line  with  the  other 
provinces  favoring  prohibition  in  Can- 
ada  and   will    go   dry  on   May    1,    1919. 

Hon.  Walter  G.  *  Mitchell's  bill  pro- 
vided for  a  bone  dry  prohibition  with 
the  exception  of  the  sale  of  wine  for 
sacramental  purposes  and  intoxicating 
liquors  for  medicinal,  mechanical,  manu- 
facturing or  Industrial  purposes  was 
put  through  the  second  and  third  read- 
ing stages  In  the  Legislative  Assembly 
last  night,  and  all  that  It  now  requires 
to  become  law  Is  Its  passage  through 
the  Legislative  Council  and  its  sanction 
by  the   Lieutenant-Governor. 

While  a  number  of  Liberal  members 
opposed  the  bill  on  the  second  reading, 
none  of  them  cared  to  call  for  a  vote. 
so  the  measure  went  through  without 
division. 


WASHINGTON,  Feb.  8.— Industrial 
Workers  of  the  World  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  have  planned  wholesale  destruc- 
tion of  industries  and  shipping,  and 
other  interference  with  prosecution  of 
the  war,  it  was  said  today  at  the  De- 
partment of  Justice.  The  indictment 
of  fifty- Ave  men  at  Sacramento  by  a 
Federal  grand  Jury  is  the  result  of  re- 
cent investigations  by  Government 
agents,  who  declared  that  the  leaders 
were  plotting  systematic  sabotage. 

The  Indictments  were  a  direct  result 
of  the  recent  attempt  to  blow  up  the 
Governor's  residence  at  Sacramento. 
Agents  discovered  a  nest  of  plotters 
whose  activities  extended  throughout 
the  Pacific  Coast  territory. 

In  addition  to  blowing  up  factories, 
plotters  in  that  section  of  the  country 
had  planned  to  foment  strikes  among 
workmen  engaged  In  war  industries, 
to  damage  fruit  trees  and  crops,  and, 
to  a  lesser  extent,  to  destroy  ships 
being  built  in  yards  along  the  coast 
Directed    by   Allen   Enemies 

SEATTLE,'  Feb.  8.  —  Clay  Allen, 
United  States  District  Attorney  here, 
said  tonight  that  the  I.  W.  W.  agita- 
tion in  the  Northwest  was  being 
directed  by  aliens,  many  of  them 
dangerous  enemies  of  the  nation,  who 
were  cloaking  pro-Germanism  under 
a  pretence  of  working  in  the  interest 
of  labor. 

Mr.  Allen,  for  obvious  reasons,  could 
not  say  what  measures  were  being 
taken  to  suppress  this  disloyal  agita- 
tion, but  Intimated  that  Federal 
agents  were  on  the  alert  and  had  the 
situation  well  In  hand  so  far  as  guard- 
ing against  actual  destruction  of  pro- 
perty is  concerned. 

Sacramento   Indictments 

SACRAMENTO,  Feb.  8.— An  indict- 
ment charging  Hfty-flve  persons  with 
conspiring  with  William  D.  Haywood, 
secretary  of  the  I.  W.  W.,  and  others 
to  hinder  the  execution  of  the  laws  of 
the  United  States  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  war  with  Germany  was  re- 
turned today  by  tho  United  States 
grand    Jury. 

Forty-six  of  tho  persons  named  In 
the  Indictments  are  held  in  custody 
here,  while  nine,  whose  names  were 
withheld,  reside  In  San  Francisco  and 
vicinity.  John  W.  Preston,  United 
States  District  Attorney,  announced  in 
requesting  Judge  w.  C.  Van  fleet,  of 
the  United  States  District  Court,  to 
place  the  names  on  file. 

CHICAGO,  Feb.  8.— William  D.  Hay- 
wood, with  whom  the  fifty- Ave  mem- 
bers of  the  I.  W.  W.  Indicted  today  at 
Sacramento,  California,  are  charged 
with  conspiring.  Is  in  jail  here  on 
similar  charges.  Haywood  was  In- 
dicted by  a  Federal  grand  Jury  some 
time  ago  and  has  been  confined 
since.  Application  for  his  release  on 
ball  has  been  prepared  by  his  attor- 
ney, George  W.  Vandeveer.  it  was  an- 
nounced yesterday.

Late  Next  Summer 


Sir  John  Jellicoe  Sets  Somewhat  Distant  Date  for 

Complete  Removal  of  Pirate  Menace— Admiral 

Says  Overly  Optimistic  Speeches  Are 

Generally  Followed  by  Disasters 


,  LONDON,  Feb.  8.— Admiral  Sir  John 
R.  Jellicoe,  former  Chief  of  the  Naval 
Staff,  speaking  at  Hull  today,  said  he 
was  afraid  "we  are  In  for  a  bad  time 
for  a  few  months,  but  by  late  Summer 
—about  August— I  believe  we  will  be 
able  to  say  the  submarine  menace  la 
killed.'' 

Admiral  Jellicoe  then  continued:  "I 
wont  any  before  August,  because  I  al- 
ways notice  when  we  have  an  opti- 
mistic apsech  from  the  Pram  let  or  any 
high  official  It  results  tn  disaster  about 
the  next  day.  I  have  told  the  Premier 
often  enough  not  to  make  optimistic 
speeches  about  submarines,  because  I 


have  found  the  next  morning  I  had  to 
go  over  to  the  War  Cabinet  with  a 
very  long  list  of  looses. 

"I  would  ask  them  not  to  make  any 
more  optimistic  speeches  until  Au- 
gust, when  they  can  make  as  many  as 
they  Ilka" 

Admiral  Jellicoe  said  the  reason  for 
the  recent  losses  In  the  Irish  Sea  was 
that  there  la  shoal  water  on  each  side 
of  that  sea,  at  the  bottom  of  which 
a  submarine  could  sit  and  remain 
whan  hunted. 

The  difficulty  of  keeping  submarines 
in  their  home  porta,  he  added,  waa  ac- 
centuated by  the  shoal  water  la  and 
around  Heligoland  Bight,

What  is  likely  to  become  the  legisla- 
tion governing  Victoria" a  delinquent  tax 
Hituation  in  reaped  to  general  and  local 
improvement  arrears,  Bet  forth  in  a  re- 
vised report  of  the  joint  committee  of 
the  City  Council  and  the  Board  of 
Trade,  was  submitted  to  the  Streets 
Committee  yesterday  afternoon  and  re- 
ferred to  the  full  council  for  action  on 
Monday    night. 

A  feature  of  the  Joint  committee's 
recommendations,  which  are  an  enlarge- 
ment and  general  revision  of  the 
scheme  originally  outlined  in  a  Board 
of  Trade  report,  is  the  proposal  that 
one  or  two  commissions  for  readjust- 
ment of  assessments  be  appointed, 
whose  membership  shall  he  made  up 
of  three  members  each.  The  commis- 
sion will  value  the  city  land  on  the 
basis  that  the  aggregate  assessment 
shall  not  be  more  than  $56,000,000  nor 
less   than   $45,000,000. 

Regarding  future  payments,  the  plan 
specifies  that  on  June  30  in  each  and 
every  following  year  there  shall  be  paid 
one-tenth  of  the  aggregate  taxes  and 
Interest  due  on  December  31,  1917,  less 
one-tenth  of  the  taxes  originally  levied, 
with  Interest  thereon  to  December  31, 
1917,  other  than  taxes  for  local  im- 
provements, with  Interest  at  the  rate  of 
7  per  cent  from  June  30  In  one  year  to 
the  same  date  in  the  following  year,  on 
the  amount  of  the  principal  then  un- 
paid, together  with  the  previous  year's 
taxes. 

Host  Pay  Beats 

Declaring  that  the  policy  of  "pay  as 
you  go"  was  the  only  one  for  the  city 
to  adopt,  and  that  it  was  Imperative 
that  the  present  shortage  in  the  sink- 
ing fund  should  be  bridged  by  a  tax 
sale  on  property  delinquent  for  both 
191 S  and  1114  taxes,  Mr.  J.  J.  Shall  - 
cross  Introduced  the  report.  He  doubt- 
ed the  wisdom  of  spreading  the  pay- 
ment of  arrears  over  a  period  of  as 
long  as  twenty  years,  believing  tbat  In 
five  years  the  rate  at  which  the  city 
could  borrow  money  would  be  nearer  8 
per  cent  than  4V»  per  cent. 

With  regard  to  the  proposal  to  ap- 
point assessment  readjustment  commis- 
sions. Mayor  Todd  questioned  whether 
it  would  not  be  advisable  to  disconnect 
that  phase  from  the  main  report  deal- 
ing with  the  present  situation  of  de- 
linquency. He  said  that  the  idea  harl 
been  compared  by  a  prominent  lawyer 
friend  of  bis  to  an  effort  to  "pull  the 
city  out  of  a  mudhole  by  Its  boot- 
straps," and  he  foresaw  strong  opposi- 
tion to  a  re-assessment  on  the  grounds 
stipulated  In  the  report,  as  60  per  cent 
of  the  taxpayers  would  have  property 
values  changed.  This  would  result  In 
widespread  agitation  and  financial  ad- 
vertising of   great   danger. 

Reassessment   tbe   Basts 

"To  forego  a  reassessment  on  this 
basts  would  be  temporizing  with  the 
root  of  the  whole  scheme,"  asserted 
Mr.  James  Forman,  president  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  who  attended  with  the 
Joint  committee  ex-offlcio.  Mr.  Hhall- 
cross  also  held  that  the  Inclusion  of 
that  phase  of  tbe  report  was  essential, 
and  the  mayor  withdrew  further  objec- 
tion. 

Several  minor  suggestions  were  made 
by  Mr.  R.  W.  Steele,  of  the  Dominion 
Securities  Corporation,  and  subsequent- 
ly Incorporated  in  the  report.  Mr. 
Steele  said  he  believed  that  Aid.  Sar- 
gent's plan  to  extend  payment  of  local 
Improvement  arrears  over  twenty  years 
would   he  Illegal. 

Aid.  Sargent  countered  this  with  the 
statement  that  practically  the  same 
powers  had  been  exercised  before,  only 
It  had  resulted  in  putting  Victoria  be- 
hind in  Its  sinking  fund  by  a  million 
and  a  half  dollars.

PIRATES  KILL  MEN 
ON  SWEDISH  SHIP 


AMSTERDAM,  Feb.  8.— 
The  steamship  Friedland, 
loaded  with  grain  from  an 
American  port,  and  presum- 
ably bound  for  Rotterdam, 
was  torpedoed  yesterday 
after  being  bombed.  Six  men 
were  killed,  according  to  The 
Handelsbladt.  Twenty -nine 
survivors  were  landed  at 
Terschelling  this  morning. 

The  Swedish  steamer 
Friedland,  of  4,690  tons, 
arrived  at  an  Atlantic  port 
on  January  13.  She  was 
owned  in  Gothenburg. 


U.S.  Identification  Tags 
WASHINGTON,  Feb.  8.— To  insure 
prompt  Identification  of  enlisted  men 
who  may  be  killed  or  wounded,  a  num- 
bered tag  syateni  similar  to  that  in  the 
British  and  French  armtes  has  been 
adopted. by  the  War  Department.  Adju- 
tant-General McCain  announced  today 
that  a  number  would  be  stamped  on  the 
metal  Identification  tag  each  soldier 
is  required  to  wear,  and  that  a  similar 
number  will  be  placed  opposite  his 
name  in   the  war  roster. 


GERMANS  TEST 


FRENCH  LINES 


Trying  Raids  on  Small  Posts  in 
Eastern  Sectors,  Which  Are 
Repulsed — Heavy  Artillery 
Fire  on  British  Front, 


PARIS,  Feb.  8.— The  War  Office 
statement    issued    tonight    says: 

"North  of  the-Chemln  des  Dames 
and  in  the  Woevre  region  near  Fllrey 
we  repulsed  raids  by  the  enemy 
againut  small  posts  and  Inflicted 
losses  upon  the  assailants.  There 
were  quite  spirited  bombardments 
during  the  day  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  Meuse  and  at  various  points  In 
the  Vosges. 

"Eastern  theatre,  Feb.  7:  There 
were  reciprocal  artillery  engagements 
In  the  Vardar  and  -Dolran  sector!. 
West  of  Monastir  the  Serbians  re- 
pulsed an  enemy  reconnaissance  in 
the   direction    of   Dobropolje." 

The  official  statement  from  the 
French  War  Office  last  night  on  op- 
erations In  Macedonia  read*:  "Army 
of  the  Orient,  Feb.  6. — In  the  en- 
virons of  Sokol,  Serbian  infantry  re- 
pulsed an  enemy  reconnoitring.  The 
artillery  was  active  north-  of  Mona- 
stir. Allied  aviators  have  bombed 
with  success  enemy  encampments  in 
the  valley  of  the  Vardar.  Two  enemy 
airplanes    were    brought   down." 

Following  is  today's  official  com- 
munication: 

"There  is  nothing  to  report  with 
the  exception  of  a  successful  raid  by 
the  French  on  a  small  German  post 
west  of  Forges,  on  the  Verdun  front 
west  of  the   Meuse   River." 

LONDON,  Feb.  8— The  German  ar- 
tillery has  been  active  north  of  St. 
Quentln,  according  to  an  official 
statement  from  British  headquarters 
In  France  and  Belgium  Issued  today. 
The  statement  follows: 

"The  hostile  artillery  was  active 
during  the  night  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Elesquieres.  On  the  remainder  of 
the  front  there  Is  nothing  of  special 
Interest   to  report."

WITH  THE  AMERICAN  ARMY 
in  France,  Feb.  8. — (By  the  Asso- 
ciated Press) — The  American  artil- 
lery continued  hammering  German 
positions  with  marked  success  last 
night  andr  today.

With  our  machine  guns  we  all  day 
harassed  the  enemy,  continuously 
shooting  streams  of  bullets  Into 
working  parties  or  wherever  the  ene- 
my showed  himself.  The  artillery 
duel  continued  all  day.  The  enemy 
patrols  have  evidently  learned  a  les- 
son, for  last  night,  while  our  patrols 
worked  freely  all  over  No  Man's 
Land,  they  were  unmolested.

MUCH  ARTILLERY  FIRE 

ON  ITALIAN  FRONT 


ROME,  Feb.  8. — There  was  con- 
siderable artillery  fire  along  the 
Italian  mountain  front  between  the 
Brenta  and  Plave  yesterday,  al- 
though unfavorable  weather  affected 
the  operations  of  both  the  artillery 
and  the  Infantry,  the  War  Office  an- 
nounced today.  The  text  of  the 
communication    reads: 

"Artillery  and  Infantry  actions 
were  considerably  Interfered  with  by 
the  unfavorable  weather.  Between 
the  Brenta  and  the  Plave  our  small 
calibre  guns  made  effective  concen- 
trations of  fire  against  the  enemy 
lines,  and  some  lively  encounters  oc- 
curred at  advanced  posts  In  the  area 
north  of  Monte  Orappa  and  the  Al- 
ana  basin. 

"On  Wednesday,  one  of  our  air- 
ships, after  a  difficult  trip,  reached 
the  hostile  aviation  ground  at  Motta 
dl  Llvenza,  dropping  a  ton  of  explo- 
sives with  very  good  results,  and  re- 
turned safely."

WASHINGTON",  Feb.  8.  —  Arab 
forces  under  the  command  of  tho 
Sheik  of  Mecca  have  completely  de- 
feated tho  Turkish  army  operating 
southeast  of  the  Dead  Sea,  official 
dispatches   received   today   state. 

In  a  sanguinary  battle,  which  be- 
gan on  January  30,  the  Arab  tribes- 
men practically  annihilated  the  en- 
tire Turkish  force,  capturing  800  pris- 
oners, including  the  Turkish  comman- 
der-in-chief and.  his  staff,  the  report 
states. 

The  Turkish  loss  In  killed  alone 
exceeded  400.  Eighteen  machine 
guns,  two  mountain  guns  and  a  large 
amount  of  booty  fell  Into  tbe  hands 
of    the    Arabs. 

The  engagement,  according  to  the 
report  made  to  General  Allenby,  of 
the  British  forces  In  Palestine,  be- 
gan at  Kerek,  near  the  southeastern 
end  of  the  Dead  Sea.  The  Turks, 
badly  beaten,  lost  many  prisoners, 
seven  machine  guns,  one  mountain 
gun  and  a  large  quantity  of  booty,  re- 
tiring In   disorder. 

Pursuing  Arabs  overtook  the  de- 
tschments  near  Tafile,  where  the  re- 
maining   forces    were   cut    to    pieces. 

In  the  Jerusalem  sector,  General 
Allenby  reports  that  railway  confniu- 
nlcatlon  has  been  opened  with  the 
Jerusalem  railroad,  which  virtually 
assures  the  British  line  of  communi- 
cation in  their  drive  across  the  Jor- 
dan to  cut  the  Hejaz  railroad.  If 
this  campaign,  which  military  critics 
assume  is  Allenby's  plan  of  strategy. 
Is  successful,  the  Turk  communlca- 
tlop  line  with  Medina  win  be  broken. 

Tribesmen  under  the  "King  of 
Mecca,"  as  the  former  sheriff  of 
Medina  now  designates  himself,  have 
been  of  great  assistance  to  the  Brit- 
ish expeditionary  forces  In  driving 
the  Turk   from  the  Holy  Land. 

Shortly  after  tha  British  campaign 
In  *  Palestine  got  under  way,  tbe 
sheriff,  ruling  over  Mecca  and  Med- 
ina by  tbe  authority  of  the  Sultan, 
declared  the  Independence  of  Arabia 
from  Turkish  rule. 

England  recognized  the  newly 
formed  government,  and  aa  a  result 
tbe  Arabs  allied  themselves  with  the

A  small  fishing  trawler  returned  to 
tills  port  this  morning  without  the  148, 
Americans  It  set  out  from  here  to  take 
off  from  the  barren  northerly  shore, 
which  the  Americans  had  reached  In 
three  lifeboats,  fourteen  hours  after  the 
Tuscania  was  sunk.

The  sea  was  choppy,  but  tha  trawler 
kept  her  course  until  she  reached  tha 
point  where  the  Americana  were  ma- 
rooned.

Commissioner  O'Connor  Re- 
peats His  Opinion  That 
Present  Prices  Are  Not  Jus- 
tifiable— Reducing  Stocks,

aigbt  .'  report  dealing  with  the  quantities 
ef  ergs  I.  storage  on  February  1.  He  re- 
Iterated  bis  opinion,  expressed  in  an 
earlier  report,  that  "even  existing  prices 
.re   unjustifiable." 

He  maintains  that  "the  payment  ef  an 
unjustifiable  price  by  purchasers  intcadlnu 
to  re-sell  Is  no  Justification  for  the  demand 
ot  an    unjustifiable   re-sellln.    price." 

The  preeent  report  deals  particularly 
with  Montreal,  and  ststes  that  during  the 
month  of  January  ».0»J  desena  of  eggs 
were  lost  In  that  city  through  spoiling.  On 
February  l,  Mr.  O'Connor  declared.  Mont- 
real erg  operators  held  more  then  (jouble 
the  quantity  of  eggs  on  hand  February  1, 
1117. 

Eggs  certainly  are  scarcer  st  this  season 
of  the  year  than  at  the  season  of  great- 
est production,  but  he  maintains  that  there 
Is  not  a  scarcity  as  compared  with  the 
same  season  In  other  years.  The  wholesale 
price  of  storage  eggs  has  been  rullnr  of 
late  at  five  cents  or  more  s  dozen  higher 
than    at    the    same   period    of   last    year. 

The  United  States  city  with  which  the 
city  of  Montreal  Is  most  nearly  compar- 
able, he  ssys,  Is  Chicago.  Storasjrc  egg 
prlces  In  Chlcayo  have  been  ruling  nbout 
five  cents  a  dosen  less  than  In  Montreal. 
The  freight  from  Chicago  to  Montreal 
amounts  to  about  l  vi  cents  per  dosen.  The 
customs  duty  upon  eggs  imported  from 
Chlcsgo  into  Montreal  would  be  about  six 
cents. 

"Several  Montreal  operators  have  practi- 
cally no  eggs  on  hsnd,  while  several  others 
have  about  the  same  amount  of  holdings 
as  last  year."  says  Mr.  O'Connor.  "Yet 
others,  however,  have  jrreatly  increased 
their  holdings.  Several  companies  have 
twice  as  msny,  one  hss  five  times  an  many 
and  .pother  fifteen  times  as  many.  A*  a 
result,  they  have  more  than  twice  as  many 
altogether." 

The  dealers  as  a  whole,  having  disposed 
of  their  stocks  in  a  normal  manner,  as 
good  business  dictated,  during  the  latter 
days  of  the  month  of  January,  the  com- 
missioner Is  of  the  opinion  that  Govern- 
ment sctlon  will  not  necessary,  but  he  re- 
mains of  the  opinion  that  the  conditions 
do  not  justify  any  advance  in  tho  prlco 
of    eggs.

RIGHTS  OF  CREDITORS 
OF  DOMINION  TRUST 

Mr.    Ju.tlre    Mnrpky    Rules    That    Meeting 

Should   Be   Held   on    February   22 — 

All   Creditors  C   Attend 


VANCOUVER,  Feb.  8— Heveral  Im- 
portant matters  in  connection  with  tho 
Dominion  Trust  liquidation  were  aired 
today  before  Mr.  Justice  Murphy. 
Among  these  was  the  notice  which  had 
been  sent  out  by  the  liquidator  for  the 
holding  of  the  meeting  next  Tuesday 
pursuant  to  His  Liordship's  directions 
that  the  entire  affairs  of  the  liquidation 
should  be  taken  Into  consideration  by 
the  creditors  and  by  the  depositors  as 
well. 

The  court  took  the  view  that  the  no- 
tice was  too  short,  .nd  that  the  terms. 
of  it  might  be  In  a  different  form,  and 
fixed  Friday,  February  22,  instead  of 
next  Tuesday  as  the  date  for  the  meet- 
ing, and  J.  II.  IiHWHon,  for  the  creditors, 
argued  successfully  that  all  the  credit- 
ors, whether  their  claims  were  admitted 
by  the  liquidator  or  not,  should  also 
have  the  right  'to  be  present  and  take 
part  In  the  proceedings.  At  the  same 
time  Hi.  Lordship  Intimated  that  It 
was  his  Intention  to  take  all  steps  that 
would  tend  to  protect  the  liquidator  In 
these  matters,  and  that  he  did  not  want 
any  person  coming  hack  with  a  griev- 
ance and  saying  that  he  had  not  been 
heard. 

The  meeting,  as  the  court  pointed  out. 
will  not  be  for  the  purpose  of  the 
creditors  arriving  at  a  decision  as  to 
what  1.  to  b.  done,  but  In  order  that 
he  might  get  an  expression  of  opinion 
before  any  Judgment  Is  rendered  by  the 
court  on  the  question  of  the  liquida- 
tor', remuneration  and  other  matter, 
which  might  expedite  the  liquidation. 


SEND  DRAFTED  MEN 

TO  TRAIN  OVERSEAS 

OTTAWA,  Feb.  8.— That  Ae  Depart- 
ment of  Militia  and  Defence  is  losing 
no  time  In  transporting  men  drafted 
under  the  Military  Service  Act  overseas 
is  indicated  by  the  official  announce- 
ment from  the  chief  press  censor  that 
a  draft  from  the  First  Depot  Battalion, 
First  Central  Ontario  Regiment,  Toron- 
to,  has  arrived   safely   In   England. 

At  the  Militia  Department  thts  morn- 
ing it  was  said  that,  though  this  draft 
was  probably  not  made  up  of  men  se- 
cured under  the  Military  bci  vice  A«t,  it 
was  certain  that  a  number  of  the  men 
composing  It  were  draftees.  The  men 
will  undergo  a  course  of  training  in 
England  to  fit  them  for  the  front.  It

who  originally  came  from  the  locality 
In  which  the  men  were  enlisted.

GIVES  EVIDENCE 

ON m  VALUE 

Third  Vice-President  Hanna 
Says  Land  in  West  Is  Ex- 
pected to  Bring  Better 
Prices— Cause  of  Deficits, 


TORONTO,  Feb.  8.— "The  heatlesa 
spell,"  covering  seventy-two  hours, 
ordered  by  Fuel  Controller  C.  A. 
Magrath,  In  connection  with  the  fuel 
conservation  campaign  will  be  ob- 
served tomorrow  by  the  board  of  ar- 
bitration hearing  evidence  for  tho 
purpose  of  fixing  the  value  of  600,000 
shares  of  the  C.  N.  Railway,  but  the 
hearing  will  be  resumed  on  Monday. 

Third  Vice-President  D.  B.  Hanna, 
Was  on  the  stand  all  day  enlightening 
the  arbitrators  as  to  the  growth  of 
the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  sys- 
tem west  of  the  Great  Lakes. 

Mr.  Hanna  produced  a  large  amount 
of  statistics,  showing  the  volume  of 
freight  and  passenger  traffic  and  the 
present  and  future  possibilities  of  the 
various  territories  through  which  the 
system  is  operated  In  comparison  with 
that  of  competing  lines. 

Mr.  Hanna  contradicted  lmpresslon3 
that  the  acquisition  by  the  company  of 
a  number  of  subsidiary  lines  in  East- 
ern Canada  had  proved  liabilities 
rather  than  assets  to  the  company. 
In  substantiation  of  his  statement  Mr 
Hanna  quoted  figures  to  show  that  the 
Niagara,  St.  Catharines  and  Toronto 
Electric  line,  generally  regarded  as  a 
"burden,"  had  earned  sufficient  money 
to  pay  interest  on  its  bonds  during 
all  the  time  it  had  been  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  C.  N.  R.,  while  other 
Eastern  subsidiary  lines  had  done  all 
that  was  reasonably  expected  of  them. 

In  explaining  the  prices  obtained  by 
the  company  for  some  of  the  land 
subsidies,  Mr.  Hanna  said,  contrary  to 
expectations,  the  value  of  land  In  the 
West  had  not  been  disturbed  by  war 
conditions;  In  fact  the  company  an- 
ticipated securing,  during  the  current 
year,  better  prices  than  last  year.  The 
railways  were  feeling  the  high  cost 
of  materials  to  a  much  greater  extent 
than  other   industries. 

The  deficits  shown  by  the  C.  N.  R. 
during  the  past  three  years  had  been 
attributable  to  the  enormous  advance 
In  wages,  railway  equipment  and  other 
materials. 

WILL  NOT  IMPORT 

INDENTURED  CHINESE 

VANCOUVER.  B.C.,  Feb.  8 —That  the 
Government  does  not  Intend  to  rrmke 
any  effort  along  the  lines  of  bringing 
in  Indentured  Chinese  labor  to  Canada 
before  it  first  attempts  to  distribute  the 
white  labor  now  available,  that  the 
maximum  production  may  be  obtained. 
Is  the  statement  of  Victor  R.  Mldgley, 
Vice-President  of  the  B.  C.  Federation 
of  Labor,  who  has  returned  from  Ot- 
tawa 

Mr.  Mldgley  has  been  in  conference 
with  the  Federal  War  Cabinet  and  th. 
various  labor  bodies  of  the  Dominion 
at  sessions  held  for  the  last  ten  days 
in  the  Capital.  The  Government,  said 
Mr.  Mldgley,  is  preparing  a  statement 
for  the  press  which  will  be  given  out 
shortly. 

Mr.  Mldgley  also  declared  that  there 
would  be  no  compulsory  farm  labor.  A 
fair  representation  was  promised  labor, 
he  said,  on  all  committees  brought  In- 
to being  for  the  purpose  of  handling 
the  distribution  of  labor.

DAIRYMEN  HOED 


Successful  Convention  of  B.C. 
Association  at  Chilliwack — 
Many  Subjects  of  Import- 
ance to  Industry  Discussed, 


CHILLIWACK.  Feb.  8— The  thir- 
teenth, and  what  th.  officers  claim  to 
b.  th.  most  successful  convention  in  the 
history  of  the  B.C.  Dairymen's  Associ- 
ation, ended  a  two-day  session  her.  last 
night. 

The  convention  opened  with  a  good 
attendance,  which  increased  during  th. 
day,  while  the  problems  and  questions 
under  discussion  have  been  of  a  v^tsj 
and  present  day  character. 

The  delegates  were  cordially  wel- 
comed by  Mayor  J.  8.  Ashwell.  Presi- 
dent 8.  II.  Shannon  gave  hi.  annua] 
address,  .nd  the  report  of  th.  directors 
.nd  also  that  of  the  secretary-treasurer, 
T.  A.  F.  Wlnacko,  were  read  and  adopt- 
ed   this  morning. 

Th.  first  item  in  the  afternoon  was 
election  of  officers  and  directors*  as 
follows:  Hon.  president,  A.  C.  Wells. 
Sardls;  president,  8.  H.  Shannon,  Clo- 
verdale;  vice-president,  Jf  W.  Berry, 
Cloverdale:  directors,  O.  H.  Harris, 
Moresby  Island:  N.  N.  Grimmer,  Port 
Washington:  R.  U.  Hurford,  Courtenay; 
P.  H.  Moore,  Royal  Oak:  A.  C.  Wells, 
Sardls:  J.  M.  Steves,  Steveston;  M.  iler- 
ron,  Kelowna;  A.  W.  Hunter,  Arm- 
strong: auditors,  L.  F.  Mitchell  and  Mr. 
Berry,  auditors;  secretary-treasurer,  T. 
A.    F.  Wlanko. 

'Soils  and  Soil  Fertility"  was  the  sub- 
Ject  ably  dealt  with  by  Professor  Bov- 
Ing,    of    the    B.C.    University. 

The  subject  of  co-operation  as  ap- 
plied to  milk  production  and  sale  pro- 
duced a  great  deal  of  variable  discus- 
sion. 

An  address  was  given  by  Professor 
Pearson,  of  the  state  experimental  farm, 
1'rbana,  Ills.,  and  J.  W.  Berry  led  a 
discussion  on  what  has  been  accom- 
plished and  the  value  of  the  work  done 
by  the  Eraser  Valley  Milk  Producer's 
Association. 

A  war  time  supper  and  banquet  was 
tendered  the  delegates  and  members 
ef  the  Chilliwack  Farmers'  Institute  by 
the  institute  at  6  p.m.,  the  bill  of  faro 
being  provided  by  the  Women's  Insti- 
tute. 

The  call  for  Increased  pork  produc- 
tion elicited  a  lively  discussion  at  the 
evening  session.  Professor  McLean,  of 
the  B.C.  University,  introduced  the  sub- 
ject, and  discussion  was  led  by  O.  8. 
Harris,  of  the  field  department  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.  The 
question  of  a  minimum  price  to  be  set 
by  the  Governemnt  and  the  best  weight 
to  produce,  together  with  food  values 
and  urgent  need  of  greater  production, 
was  dealt  with. 

Bovine  tuberculosis,  Its  cause,  effects 
and  remedy,  was  well  treated  in  a  paper 
by  Dr.  A.  J.  Damman,  of  Vancouver. 

Thursday  morning's  session  was 
taken  up  with  a  consideration  of  a  num- 
ber of  resolutions.  The  most  Important 
of  these  was  a  strong  endorsement  by 
the  convention  of  a  system  of  Govern- 
ment insurance  to  cover  livestock  losses 
from  one  cause  or  another,  to  be  con- 
ducted on  a  basis  of  equitable  assess- 
ments.

034,639.05.  leaving  on  that  date  a  total 
net  debt  of  $996,629,707.88.  Between 
December  31,  1917,  and  January  81, 
1918,  the  net  debt  Increased  by  $81,- 
100.703.10. 

W.r  expenditure  during  January 
amounted  to  $18,603,176,  or  a  total  dur- 
ing the  ten  months  of  $188,8(6.015. 
War  expenditure  during  January,  1917, 
amounted  to  $24,074,932.  War  expendi- 
ture during  the  corresponding  ten 
months  period  of  the  previous  fiscal 
year   totalled    $194,304,681. 

Revenue  during  January  showed  a  de- 
cline as  compared  with  the  figures  for 
the  same  month  last  year.  In  January, 
1S18,  it  was  $17,881,884;  In  January, 
1917.  it  «u  $31,047,816.  For  the  ten 
months'  period,  however,  it  .hows  an 
Increase.  Up  to  January  81,  1916,  the 
revenue  was  $308,540,766;  up  to  Jan*

— Licens- 
ing of  all  classes  of  American  ex- 
ports and  imports  Is  planned  by  the 
Government  as  Its  first  step  In  re- 
ducing the  country's  lea.  eesentlal 
foreign  trade  to  release  ship,  for  the 
transport  of  troops  and  supplies  fo 
Europe.  Already  most  of  the  chief 
export  commodities  are  under  license 
but  licensing  has  been  extended  to 
few  of  the  import  material.. 

A  plan  worked  out  by  the  shipping 
board  contemplates  cutting  Imports 
probably  in  half  to  divert  a  million 
ton.  of  American  shipping  now  en- 
gaged in  coastwise  and  Pacific  and 
South  American  trade  to  the  trans- 
Atlantic  service.

CLASH  ON  CITY  ISSUE 


Order  to  Enforce  Lord's  Day 
Act  Is  Attacked  by  Mr,  Bar- 
nard —  Upheld  by  Police 
Board  Chairman, 


A  verbal  tilt  between  Senator  Bar- 
nard and  Mayor  Todd  on  the  Sunday 
cloning  issue  wedged  Itself  Into  the 
discussion  on  Sasnlch  irrigation  at 
the    Board    of   Trade    yesterday. 

The  Senator  said  he  was  always  of 
the  opinion  that  Victoria  had  over- 
looked the  greatest  asset  which  It 
possessed — beauty  of  scenery  and  cli- 
mate. He  declared  that,  with  excel- 
lent transportation  facilities,  the 
Saanich  Peninsula  should  soon  be- 
come the  home  of  hundreds  of  fam- 
ilies from  the  prairies,  attracted  her© 
by  the  climate  and  who  would  up- 
build the  agricultural  strength  of 
the  community  by  the  establishment 
o#  small  farms  throughout  the  dis- 
trict. He  discredited  the  idea  of 
bringing  in  factories,  as  he  believed 
the  Island  wag  not  naturally  adapt- 
ed to  them,  and  urged  that  every 
means  available  should  be  used  to 
encourage  an  influx  of  tourists  and 
the  growth  of  a  practical  farming 
population. 

Legislate  Everyone  to  Heaven 

"With  all  deference  to  the  Mayor 
and  the  Board  of  Police  Commission- 
ers,"- he  continued,  "It  Is  certainly 
unfortunate  that  they  should  not 
have  seen  fit  to  so  interpret  the 
Lord's  Day  Act  as  to  make  the  city 
reasonably  attractive  to  people  on 
the  mainland  who  come  for  the 
week-end  rather  than  to  attempt 
legislating  us  all  to  heaven." 
■  The  discussion  had  not  got  much 
ffjrther  when  Mayor  Todd  began  to 
answer  Senator  Barnard's  reference 
to  the  Police  Commission.  He  was 
cautioned  by  President  James  For- 
man that  the  Sunday  closing  con- 
troversy was  not  really  before  the 
meeting,  so  that  the  matter  was 
dealt  with  more  briefly  than  other- 
wise would  probably  have  been  the 
case. 

"For  Political  Reasons 

"It  was  the  Federal  Parliament, 
of  which  Mr.  Barnard  is  a  member, 
that  passed  the  law  in  1906  for  po- 
litical reasons,"  the  Mayor  asserted. 
"The  law  was  passed  under  pressure 
from  certain  moral  reform  organisa- 
tions, and  I  feel  certain  that  the  Gov- 
ernment knew  at  the  time  that  it 
would  be  impossible  to  enforce  the 
act  without  discrimination.  In  pass- 
ing the  act  they  trespassed  on  the 
fundamental  rights  of  every  province 
and  community  to  govern  Itself  In 
such  matters.  The  Government  re- 
lieved Itself  of  the  onus  of  adminis- 
tering the  law  by  vesting  authority 
for  prosecutions  In  the  Provincial 
Attorney-Generals.  As  the  Victoria 
police  could  riot  get  any  prosecu- 
tions authorlied,  the  commissioners 
took  the  only  eours*  open  to  them 
and  declared  for  a  rigid  enforcement 
of  the  law  In  an  effort  to  force  the 
Attorney-General's  hands.  In  doing 
this  I  can  say  that  the  members  of 
the  board  were  doing  something  dis- 
tasteful to  themselves  personally. 
The  details  of  the  act  are.  In  plain 
English,  absurd  and  Impossible. 
To    Ask    Ottawa    Action 

"I  propose  to  suggest  to  the  Do- 
minion members,"  the  Mayor  added, 
"that  they  should  Insist  st  Ottawa 
that,  as  far  as  British  Colombia  Is 
concerned,  the  power  of  enforcing 
the  Lord  Day's  Act  should  be  vested 
with  the  police  In  the  cities  and  or- 
ganised municipalities,  with  the  pro- 
viso that  a  referendum  should  be 
held  at  each  year's  civic  election  as 
to  how  the  people  desire  the  clauses 
to  be  applied.  I  hope  that  In  this 
proposal  Mr.  Barnard  and  other  Is- 
land members  will  lend  their  aid.  It 
Is  only  by  amendment  that  the  act 
can  be  operated  In  a  fair  and  honest 
way." 

Mr.  Senator  Barnard  made  no  de- 
claration  on*  way  or   the  other.

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GRAPPLING    WITH   PROBLEM 

A  report  dealin*  with  the  tax  situ- 
ation prepared  by  the  Joint  committee 
of  the  City  Council  and  the  Board  of 
Trade  i«  now  before  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen.  It  will  be  recalled  the  Leg- 
islative Committee  of  the  Council 
wae  given  the  taek  of  deciding  upon  a 
scheme  of  relief.-  Subsequently,  fol- 
lowing the  endorsement  by  that  body 
of  proposals  made  by  Alderman  Sar- 
gent—one  of  Its  members — dealing  ex- 
clusively with  an  extension  of  time  on 
future  payments  under  the  Local  Im- 
provement plan  the  Council  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  put  forward  a  scheme 
of  amelioration.  It  was  then  decided 
by  the  Council  that  a  committee  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  thould  form  a  Joint 
committee  with  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  and  bring  in 
Joint  recommendations.  We  are  not 
aware  If  this  Joint  committee  consid- 
ered the  plan  submitted  by  Alderman 
Sargent  Apparently  not,  as  the  latter 
resigned  and  took  no  part  in  the  de- 
liberations. The  relief  scheme  which 
originated  with  the  Board  of  Trade, 
Is  now — In  changed  form — before  the 
City  Council. 

The  new  plan  proposed  Is  preten- 
tious about  everything  except  as  to  re- 
lief in  the  matter  of  future  pay- 
ments under  the  Local  Improvement 
plan.  U.  provides  for  relief  In  the 
matter  of  arrears  of  municipal  taxes, 
both  General  and  Local  Improvement. 
The  provision  Is  for  the  payment  of 
these  in  ten  yearly  Instalments,  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent.  In 
the  event  of  failure  to  pay  any  one 
of  these  Instalments,  when  It  becomes 
due  under  the  new  plan,  the  property 
Is  to  become  subject  to  a  tax  sale. 
There  is  a  further  measure  of  relief 
in  the  proposal  Inasmuch  as  there  1b 
to  be  a  reduction  of  one- tenth  of  the 
taxes  as  originally  levied,  other  than 
taxes  for  Local  Improvement  works. 
Then  again  It  Is  provided  that  who- 
ever pays  all  arrears  in  full  before 
June  SO  of  this  year  shall  receive  a 
deduction  from  the  total  amount-  of 
taxes  end  Interest  due  to  December 
SI  last,  one-half  of  *  the  amount 
charged  for  interest  and  one- tenth  of 
the  taxes  originally  levied,  other  than 
Local  Improvement  taxes,  and  no  in- 
terest will  be  charged  from  January 
1  to  June  30  of  the  present  year. 
There  Is  also  relief  for  those  who 
may  be  able  to  pay  arrears  in  full 
before  January  1,  1923,  but  of  a  minor 
character. 

We  think  this  proposal  will  be  gen- 
erally held  to  meet  the  situation,  as 
far  as  arrears  of  taxes  are  concerned. 
We  have  only  given  a  rough  outline 
of     the     recommendations,     but     they

contended  all  along  would  be  neces- 
sary In  dealing  with  arrears.  There 
may  be  some  minor  alterations  found 
necessary  by  the  Council,  but  we 
hardly  think  these  will  alter  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  relief  which,  is  to  extend 
the  payment  of  arrears  over  ten 
years,  and.  at  the  same  time,  offer 
Inducements  to  those  who  may  be 
able  to  pay  Immediately  or  within  a 
specified  -  time. 

With  regard  to  future  payments  the 
committee's  report  Is  Indefinite.  Future 
payments  under  the  Local  Improve- 
ment plan  should  be  subject  to  re- 
lief, yet  In  the  report  we  have  failed 
to  find  any  .substantial  grounds  for 
believing  that  a  scheme  which  will  ef- 
fect all  such  has  been  devised.  It  Is 
true  a  Commission  is  recommended  to 
consider  'assessments  made  to  cover 
the  cost  of  expropriations  and  to  de- 
cide whether  these  ehould  be  reduced. 
This  Commission  Is  to  have  powers 
for  dealing  with  specific  cases,  but  we 
do  not  find  it  to  to  devise  a  scheme 
which  will  reduce  the  future  burden 
caused  by  Local  Improvements  so 
that  everyone  affected  will  benefit. 
The  Commission  Is  given  power  to  re- 
duce the  assessment  on  one  or  more 
lots  without  altering  the  assessment 
as  it  affects  other  properties  Included 
lp  the  by-law.  The  interest  and 
sinking  fund  charges  in  respect  to  any 
reduction  made  in  assessments  are  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  general  revenue 
of  the  corporation.  We  submit  that 
this  is  not  a  wise  proceeding'.  If 
those  who  had  no  voice  whatever  In 
the  Local  Improvements  are  to  be 
taxed  a  share  In  Indebtedness  which 
they  did  not  incur,  they  will,  un- 
doubtedly, have  a  legitimate  grievance. 
The  solution  of  excessive  Local  Im- 
provement charges,  except  where 
they  were  made  excessive  through 
faulty  work  of  the  civic  administra- 
tion, should  not  be  shouldered  on  the 
city  as  a  whole.  We  have  no  hesi- 
tation In  saying  that  any  attempt  to 
shuffle  the  burden  will  be  resented, 
and  we  think  this  aspect  of  the  com- 
mittee's finding  requires  revision.  The 
whole  system  of  Local  Improvement 
work  should  be  abandoned,  lurf*  we 
should  be  very  sorry  to  contend  that 
the  moneys  now  owing  under  the 
scheme  should  be  shifted  to  any 
shoulders  from  those  to  whom  they 
rightfully  belong. 

What  the  committee  has  failed  to 
grasp  is  that  there  must  be  a  measure 
of  relief,  general  In'  its  application, 
but  possibly  graded  In  its  provisions 
respecting  future  payments  under  the 
Local  Improvement  plan.  If  an  In- 
ventory were  taken  of  those  in  arrears 
with  their  taxes,  it  would  very  prob- 
ably be  found  that  the  bulk  of  prop- 
erty owners  who  owe  the  general 
rates  are  also  in  arrear  with  their 
local  improvement  assessments.  It  is 
the  burden  of  the  latter  which  have 
made  owners  forego  payment  of  the 
general  rates.  Under  the  proposals 
of  the  committee  that  burden  will  re- 
main substantially  the  same;  In  other 
words  It  will  have  to  be  met  within 
the  time  the  debentures  fall  due,  and, 
therefore,  to  that  extent,  no  relief 
worthy  of  the  name  would  be  pro- 
vided for  future  payments  which 
would  have  to  be  carried  on  at  the 
same  time  as  property  owners  are  also 
called  upon  to  meet  the  general  levy 
and  their  share  of  their  arrears.  We 
assert  again  that  the  only  relief  that 
can  be  provided  In  this  respect  is  to 
extend  the  time  during  which  the 
payments  can  be  made,  and,  as  far  as 
possible,  make  It  synchronize  with  the 
life  of  the  Local  Improvements  In 
question.  When  the  different  deben- 
tures fall  due  they  can  be  met  out  of 
the  sinking  fund,  plus  the  Issue  of 
new  debentures  to  meet  any  deficit. 
This,  of  course  would  mean  the  prop- 
erty holders  affected  would  In  the 
long  run  be  called  upon  to  pay  a  con- 
siderable sum  in  making  up  the  In- 
terest and  discount  on  debentures,  but 
they  would  not  grudge  that  If  the 
relief  meant  they  were  able  to  retain 
their  properties.  In  the  main  that 
is  Alderman  Sargent's  proposal, 
deals  exclusively  with  future 
ments  which  constitute  no  less  a  prob- 
lem than  arrears,  and,  to  our  way  of 
thinking,  what  he  suggests  Is  the 
most  feasible  scheme  devised  up  to 
the  present. 

We  dissent  emphatically  from  the 
committee's  recommendation  that  a 
tax  sale  should  be  held  this  year  of 
all  properties  in  arrears  of  taxes  for 
1913  and  1914.  With  the  measure  of 
relief  affecting  arrears  it  Is  a  wine  de- 
cision to  hold  a  tax  sale  on  properties 
in  arrear  for  1913,  but  If  1914  Is  In- 
cluded the  city  wfll  face  distressing 
and  inevitable  consequence*.  The 
amount  of  arrears  for  which  prop- 
erties In  arrear  for  1913  and  1914 
would  be  put  on  the  market  would  be 
In  the  neighborhood  of  $2,300,000.  Of 
course,  nnder  the  relief  scheme  pro- 
vided, a  very  large  number  of  prop- 
erty holders  would  pay  up,  but  then 
It  must  be  remembered  they  would 
be  only  called  upon  to  pay  one  of  the 
ten  anual  Instalments,  whereas  if  1914 
to  to  be  Included  In  the  tax  sale,  there 
are  many  who  would  be  forced  to  pay 
two  Instalments.  We  may  be  wrong 
In.  this,  but  If  we  are  there  to  no  pro- 
vision made  against  It  In  the  commit- 
tee's report.  Whatever  way  the  mat- 
ter to  viewed,  we  doubt  If  any  tax 
sal*  wtl!  bring  Into  the  city  treasury 
a  ram  of  more  than  $50,000  from  the 
actual  proceeds  of  the  sala  The 
balance  of  the  property  will  come  into 
the  possession  of  the  Corporation  and 
will  Immediately  become  non-taxable. 
It  Is  conceivable  th*  amount  of  taxes 
In  arrear  which  the  city  would  have 
to  take  over  in  thts  way  would  total 
11,000.000,  or  property  which  has  aa 
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rerenue  standpoint  this  property 
would  cease  to  be  an  asset,  with  the 
result  there  would  be  an  Increase  In 
the  general  rate,  which  would  causa 
widespread  resentment.  We  urge  the 
City  Council,  as  strongly  as  we  know 
how,  not  to  permit  a  tax  aale  on  prop- 
erties this  year  In  arrear  for  1914. 
Such  a  policy  might  easily  prove  the 
worst  advertisement  Victoria  ever  had. 
It  would  be  a  gamble  at  beat  and  mu- 
nicipalities should  avoid  any  course 
which  has  this  flavor. 

We  believe  the  committee  has  hon- 
estly tried  to  find  a  solution,  but  In 
doing  so  it  has  failed  to  realise  that 
the  Importance  of  relief  respecting 
future  Local  Improvement  payments 
Is  no  whit  lees  Important  than  relief 
respecting  arrears.  There  will,  we 
think,  be  general  approval  of  what 
is  recommended  regarding  tax  ar- 
rears, but  at  the  same  time  there  will 
be  widespread  regret  because  no  de- 
cision was  reached  respecting  extend- 
ing the  life  of  future  Local  Improve- 
ment payments.  In  the  totter  respect 
those  affected  have  experienced  con- 
siderable worry.  This  is  a  factor  the 
Council  should  bear  in  mind,  and  in 
dealing  with  the  latest  report  on  the 
situation  it  should  also  bring  up  for 
consideration  Alderman  Sargent's 
scheme,  which  deals  specifically  with 
what  Is  at  least  one-half  of  the  pres- 
ent taxatloh  impasse. 


POWERS    OF    TAXATION 


It  Is  recommended  by  a  Joint  com- 
mittee of  the  City  Council  and  the 
Board  of  Trade  that  the  Provincial 
Government  should  be  Induced  to  hand 
over  to  municipalities  certain  of  the 
powers  of  taxation  which  the  former 
now  enjoys.  Those  sources  specially 
mentioned,  with  the  amounts  they 
now  bring  In  approximately  to  the 
Provincial  exchequer  amrually,  arc  as 
follows: 

Income    tax    J  100.000 

Amusement   tax    150.000 

Motor   licence    fees    140,000 

Insurance    fees     80,000 

Registration    fees    on    property     200.000 

1970,000 

All  this  money  Is  not  collected  with- 
in municipalities  but  the  great  bulk 
of  It  is;  in  fact  probably  $800,000  is 
raised  from  organized  districts,  so  that 
In  the  amount  It  is  suggested  should 
be  dispensed  with  by  the  Provincial 
Government.  As  far  as  Income  Tax 
is  concerned  It  Is  at  present  being 
levied  by  both  the  Federal  and  Provin- 
cial authorities — by  the  former  for 
war  purposes.  The  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment had  a  deficit  of  $2,172,534.07 
during  the  last  liscal  year.  In  an  ef- 
fort to  reestablish  financial  stability 
additional  taxes  were  imposed  by  leg- 
islation of  the  1917  session,  but  for 
1917-1918  the  Provincial  finances  will 
still  show  a  deficit,  for  the  retrench- 
ment practised  has  not  been  pro- 
nounced. Under  these  circumstances  it 
Is  extremely  doubtful  If  the  Province 
will  be  prepared  to  hand  over  to 
municipalities  any  of  its  sources  of 
Income. 

If  there  Is  one  tax  more  than  an- 
other to  which  municipalities  are  en- 
titled It  is  that  levied  on  amusements, 
but  we  learn  the  Government  has  no 
Intention  of  relinquishing  Its  right  to 
collect  this.  They  also  probably 
should  secure  a  percentage  of  the 
motor  licence  fees  because  they  build 
a  large  proportion  of  the  roads  which 
are  mainly  used  by  motorists.  In 
fact  there  are  sound  reasons  why 
Municipalities  should  share  In  many  of 
the  sources  of  revenue  which  the 
Province  now  enjoys  exclusively,  but 
we  very  much-,  fear  the  Government 
will  not  view  the  matter  In  that  light. 
We  know  of  no  privileges  more 
Jealously  guarded  than  those  of  taxa- 
tion. Any  municipal  delegation  which 
approaches  the  Government  on  the 
subject  will  speedily  find  this  is  the 
case.

Today  Is  tho  first  anniversary  of  the 
departure  overseas  of  the  143rd  Bat- 
talion, B.  C.  Bantams.  This  unit, 
which  was  In  charge  of  Lieut-Col^

The  Victoria  officers  of  the  Lords 
Day  Alliance  have  issued  the  follow- 
ing statement  regarding  the  alms  of 
their  organization  and  the  objects  of 
the  Act  they  are  asking  the  Police 
Commissioners   to   enforce: 

"In  view  of  the  interest  In  the  Lord's 
Day  Act  and  its  enforcement  which  has 
recently  been  aroused  in  Victoria,  the 
local  executive  committee  of  the  Lord's 
Day  Alliance  believes  that  a  statement 
should  be  made  to  the  public.  This 
statement  is  the  more  demanded  be- 
cause of  the  disposition  manifesting  it- 
self in  the  dally  press  to  present  views 
which  are  quite  misleading  and  which 
give  a  wrong  idea  of  the  real  purpose 
and  aim  of  the  law. 

"Let  It  be  stated  first  of  all  that  the 
Lord's  Day  Act  Is  recognized  by  legis- 
lators the  world  over  as  the  most  satis- 
factory piece  of  legislation  that  has  yet 
been  enacted  for  securing  one  rest  day 
In  the  week  for  those  who  toil.  It  is 
not  a  perfect  law;  no  human  law  Is 
perfect.  But  Us  aim  Is  to  give  to 
every  person  the  right  and  privilege  of 
one  quiet,  restful  day  in  the  week.  For 
the  Kreat  body  of  workers,  Sunday  is 
the  day  indicated:  but  express  provision 
Is  made  for  those  who  are  engaged  In 
Industries  which  are  continuous  1n  their 
operation,  such  as  the  smelting  of  Iron 
or  copper.  In  the  work  of  telegraphic 
or  telephonic  communication.  In  trans- 
portation by  train  or  steamboat  or  elec- 
tric tramway,  etc.,  that  they  shall  not 
be  required  to  work  on  Sunday  unless 
In  the  next  six  days  they  are  allowed 
twenty-four  consecutive  hours  of  rest. 
Surely  this  1s  a  beneficent  provision  for 
toil  wearied  humanity! 

"The  Act  differs  from  much  of  the 
similar  legislation  of  past  centuries  of 
British  law-making  in  that  It  does  not 
In  any  way  Interfere  with  the  religious 
observance  of  Sunday.  At  the  same 
time  It  recognizes  the  fact  that  men 
are  religious  and  that  many  of  them 
have  been  accustomed  to  make  use 
of  Sunday  for  special  religious 
exercises  and  devotion.  It,  therefore, 
makes  express  provision  for  the  neces- 
sary and  customary  work  connected 
with  public  worship,  under  the  head  of 
'works  of  necessity  and  mercy,'  just  as 
it  provides  for  the  relief  of  sickness 
under  the  same  head. 

"The  Act  does  not  Interfere  with  the 
use  of  Sunday  for  private  pleasure  or 
recreation;  boys  may  play  ball  and  men 
and  women  may  play  golf  or  tennis, 
and  the  law  does  not  interfere.  The 
rich  man  may  use  his  carriage,  and  by 
implication  his  motor  car,  or  he  may 
sail  in  his  yacht  or  launch  on  Sunday; 
and  the  poor  man  may  ride  in  the  tram- 
way or  hire  a  rig  or  boat  for  his  per- 
sonal use  or  that  of  his  family,  and  the 
Act  does  not  forbid  him.  If,  however, 
the  game  or  the  excursion  is  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  making  money,  then 
the  Act  forbids  it.  Not  pleasure  on 
Sunday  is  forbidden,  but  the  business  of 
pleasure,  the  aim  of  the  law  being  to 
make  Sunday  as  free  from  commercial 
activity  as  is  possible  In  the  complex 
life  of  modern  times.  This  is  entirely 
In'  keeping  with  the  main  purpose  of 
the  Act,  namely,  to  make  Sunday  a  day 
of  rest,  so  that  those  who  desire  to 
make  it  a  day  of  recreation  shall  not 
require  other  people  to  work  for  their 
pleasure. 

"Section  12  of  the  Act  states  that 
'notwithstanding  anything  herein  con- 
tained, any  person  may  on  the  Lord's 
Day  do  any  work  of  necessity  or  mer- 
cy,' and  there  follows  a  list  of  twenty- 
four  classes  of  work  that  may  be  so 
designated,  but  it  Is  .  definitely  stated 
that  this  enumeration  is  not  to  restrict 
the  ordinary  meaning  of  the  expression 
'work  of  necessity  or  mercy.'  The  doc- 
tor may  pursue  his  beneficent  work  on 
Sunday  and  the  druggist  may  dispense 
medicines  and  sol!  surgical  instru- 
ments. Fires  may  be  maintained  In 
furnaces  and  power-houses  and  repairs 
may  be  made  in  factories,  when  doing 
such  work  on  other  days  would  cause 
serious  Injury  to  the  Industry  or  Its 
product.  "Work  in  the  ventilation  and 
Inspection  of  mines  may  be  done  on 
Sunday  and  such  work  as  Is  involved  In 
the  delivery  of  water  or  light  or  gas 
to    the    users    thereof   for   any   purpose 
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To  wake  up  each  morning  Ta\  feeling  fresh  ti  a  daisy; 
to  start  oat  for  the  day  with  %■  a  strong,  elastic  step;  to 
crowd  into  tho  day's  work  ^  all  tho  enthusiasm  and 
energy  at  your  command" how  many  of  ns  do  it?

not  forbidden  by  the  Act.  Passengers 
may  be  conveyed  to  depot  or  dock  and 
freight  trains  and  vessels  may  proceed 
to  their  destination.  Railway  tracks 
may  be  kept  clear  and  yard  crews  may 
handle  cars  and  freight  before  six  in 
the  morning  and  after  eight  in  the 
evening.  Provision  Is  made  for  the 
loading  or  unloading  of  any  ocean-going 
vessel  which  would  be  otherwise  unduly 
delayed  In  her  schedule  or  In  danger  of 
being  stopped  by  the  closing  of  navi- 
gation. There  la  no  danger  that  the 
Monday  morning  papers  should  not  ap- 
pear, for  the  Act  expressly  provides 
for  work  In  the  preparation  of  the  same 
after  6  p.m.  on  Sunday.  The  sale  and 
distribution  of  papers  on  Sunday  are, 
however,  violations  of  the  Act  as  well 
as  the  bringing  into  Canada  for  sale 
or  distribution,  or  the  sale  or  distribu- 
tion within  Canada  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
of  any  foreign  newspaper  or  publica- 
tion classified  as  a  newspaper.  Thus 
the  lad  from  whom  we  buy  our  daily 
paper  has  the  protection  of  the  law  and 
the  privilege  of  one  day  off. 

"It  need  hardly  be  noted  that  the 
conveying  of  His  Majesty's  mall  is  per- 
mitted, with  work  Incidental  thereto, 
and  the  delivery  of  milk  for  domestic 
purposes.  It  is  Interesting  in  these  war 
times,  when  the  Government,  to  a 
larger  and  larger  extent.  Is  taking  over 
the  direction  of  affairs,  to  note  that  the 
Act  provides  for  such  publio  service 
of  His  Majesty  as  may  be  under  the 
regulation  and  direction  of  any  Depart- 
ment of  the  Government.  Under  this 
head  may  be  stated  the  attitude  of  the 
Alliance  toward  work  which  has  arisen 
out  of  the  war  and  which  may  be 
classed  as  military  or  naval  necessity. 
It  must  be  recognized  that  there  is  oc- 
casion for  work  under  these  conditions 
that  would .  not  be  necessary  in  normal 
times,  and  the  Alliance  has  been  ready 
to  see  this.  It  has.  however,  pointed 
out  that  the  British  Government,  after 
a  careful  study  of  Industrial  conditions, 
closed  the  munition  plants  on  Sunday, 
because  It  was  found  that  more  could 
be  accomplished  in  a  six-day  than  in 
a  seven-day  week  of  labor.  The  Al- 
liance also  believes  that  we  should  be 
on  our  guard  against  the  danger  of 
whateare  now  works  of  emergency,  and 
thus  permissible  on  Sunday,  becoming 
the  habit  and  custom  of  national  life 
after  the  war  is  over. 

"It  has  been  stated  that  the  Lord's 
Day  Act  was  never  Intended  to  be  en- 
forced In  Its  entirety.  There  is  im- 
plied In  this  statement  the  Idea  that 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  so  dras- 
tic that  no  body  of  citizens  would  tol- 
erate Its  full  enforcement.  The  Al- 
liance has  no  apology  to  make  for  the 
Act,  and  Is  of  the  opinion  that  its  full 
and  rigid  enforcement  would  commend 
Itself  to  the  v«ry  large  majority  of  the 
citizens  of  Victoria.  It  would  be  diffi- 
cult for  an  unprejudiced  person  to  point 
out  where  and  how  any  Injustice  would 
be  done  to  anyone  by  the  full  enforce- 
ment of  the  Act,  whereas  its  non-en- 
forcement is  a  manifest  injustice  to 
many.  Through  its  non-enforcement 
work  as  employees  In  fruit  and  tobacco 
stores  and  news  stands,  and  to  too 
large  an  extent  in  drugstores  on  Sun- 
day, and  it  gives  these  places  of  busi- 
ness an  unfair  advantage  over  other 
■tores  which  deal  in  the  same  commo- 
dities and  which  are  closed  on  Sunday. 
Much  has  been  said  of  recent  years  In 
this  city  as  to  discrimination  In  the  en- 
forcement of  the  Act.  Sorely  here  Is  a 
discrimination  that  is  most  unjust.  The 
hotel  or  restaurant  may,  indeed,  do  its 
legitimate  work  of  serving  on  Sunday 
meals  and  refreshments;  it  may  even 
sell  a  cigar  as  an  accompaniment  to  a 
meal;  but  It  cannot  on  Sunday  do  a 
merchant's  business  and  sell  goods  to 
be  taken  from  the  premises. 

"A  good  deal  has  been  said  in  criti- 
cism of  the  provision  of  the  Act  by 
which  no  prosecution  may  be  com- 
menced in  the  courts  without  the  per- 
mission of  the  Attorney -General  of  the 
Province  in  which  the  offence  Is 
alleged  to  have  been  committed.  A 
number  of  reasons  for  this  provision 
have  been  given,  most,  of  which  will  not 
bear  the  light  of  criticism.  It  is  pro- 
bable that  the  provision  is  a  wise  one. 
for  with  the  very  wide  divergence  of 
opinion  as  to  what  is  right  nnd  wrong 
on  Sunday.  It  prevents  the  institution 
of  petty  prosecutions  and  annoyances 
by  requiring  that  all  cases,  before  they 
come  to  the  courts,  shall  be  reviewed 
by  a  competent  authority.  The  Alliance 
has  no  reason  to  regret  this  provision. 

"It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  state- 
ment that  while  the  Lord's  Day  Act  is 
a  beneficent  statute,  it  is.  as  all  such 
legislation  must  be.  In  a  sense  a  com- 
promise law.  It  permits  on  Sunday 
some  things*  that  many  would  consider 
wrong  to  do;  and  it  forbids  other  things 
that  some  would  like  to  do.  For  In- 
stance, It  forbids  games  and  perform- 
ances at  which  a  fee  Is  charged  for  ad- 
mission. But  here  It  la  quite  consistent 
In  seeking  to  eliminate  the  commercial 
element;  and  It  certainly  does  no  harm 
In  throwing  upon  the  people  the  neces- 
sity of  providing  on  one  day  of  the 
week,  their  own  amusement  Instead  of 
purchasing  It  from  others. 

"Then  It  gives  the  church  right  of 
way  one  day  of  the  week;  and  this  is 
surely  Just.  An  eminent  statesman. 
Lord  Hugh  Cecil,  has  said  that  the 
championing  of  religion  la  the  chief 
function  of  the  State.  From  the  impli-

Complainants  to  Council  See 
No  Reason  Why  Cars 
Shouldn't  Make  Connection 
With  Holiday  Trains, 


Following  close  on  the  Puritan  Sun- 
day order  comes  the  movement  to 
make  the  tramway  company  work 
overtime.  City  Engineer  Bust,  In  re- 
sponse to  several  pleas  from  various 
quarters,  yesterday  filed  with  the 
Streets  Committee  of  the  City  Council 
a  recommendation  that  the  Sunday 
aervlce  of  the  B.C.  Electric  Railway 
should  be  altered  to  commence  an  hour 
earlier  than  at  present. 

Mr.  Rust's  letter  stated  that  It  was 
the  wish  of  a  large  number  of  citizens 
that  the  first  cars  on  every  route 
should  leave  the  city  in  future  at  8 
a.m.  Instead  of  9.  as  at  present.  The 
change  would  be  especially  welcome  in 
the  Summer  months,  It  was  held,  when 
there  were  many  parties  anlxous  to 
get  the  9  o'clock  lnterurban  for  Saan- 
Ich.  The  existing  street  car  service 
made  it  necessary  for  ihem  to  hire 
vehicles  to  travel  into  the  city  to  the 
depot. 

"I  thought  everything  was  to  stop 
running  altogether  on  Sundays,"  re- 
marked one  of  the  aldermen,  with  sur- 
prise. 

"This  had  better  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  to  act 
in  conjunction  with  the  Attorney- 
General,"   suggested   another. 

"I  object  to  that,"  declared  Chair- 
man Porter,  mindful  of  the  pleasant 
relations  now  existing  between  the 
Board  and  Mr.  Farrls.  'That  would 
give  no  satisfaction  at  all."  he  added. 

Mayor  Todd  favored  tabling  the 
matter  for  a  week.

That  the  possibilities  of  farm  pro- 
duction in  the  Saanlch  Peninsula 
with  the  establishment  of  a  modern 
irrigation  system  are  too  groat  to  bo 
overlooked,  was  the  attitude  taken 
by  a  representative  meeting  at  the 
Board  of  Trade,  yesterday  morning, 
and  the  Provincial  Government,  the 
city  of  Victoria  end  the  municipality 
of  Saanich  will  each  be  aske.'  to 
name  three  members  of  a  ways  and 
means  committee  to  Investigate  the 
whole    situation. 

The  meeting  recommended  that  an 
exhaustive  survey  be  made  by  com- 
petent experts,  so  that  definite  in- 
formation would  be  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Provincial  and  municipal  gov- 
ernments regarding  all  phases  of 
the  scheme.  The  ways  and  means 
committee's  first  duty  will  be  to  as- 
certain the  sense  of  the  residents  in 
the  communities  affected  as  to  the 
project,  then  find  out  the  cost  of  an 
investigation,  and,  if  favorable,  ap- 
proach the  governments  for  financial 
assistance  to  rush  through  the  Irri- 
gation plan  with  the  least  possible 
delay.  That  an  endeavor  should  be 
made  to  combine  a  domestic  supply 
and  Irrigation  system  and  under 
pressure,  was  the  substance  of  an- 
other   resolution    adopted. 

Essentials  of  Irrigation 

After  Mr.  H.  W.  E.  Canavan  had 
briefly  reviewed  some  of  the  salient 
points  in  his  address  introducing  the 
scheme  at  a  public  meeting  under 
Board  of  Trade  auspices  a  fortnight 
ago,  Mr.  William  Young.  Comptroller 
of  the  Water  Rights  Department  of 
the  Provincial  Government,  said,  that 
the  two  first  aspects  to  be  considered 
In  planning  an  irrigation  system  vkere 
to  ascertain  the  water  requirements 
of  the  soil  and  the  availability  of 
water.  He  said  that  the  irrigation 
systems  in  the  interior  were  in  a 
precarious  condition  today,  both 
physically  and  financially,  because 
they  had  been  built  up  on  a  tempor- 
ary basis,  and  little  or  no  attention 
had  been  given  to  the  ever-increas- 
ing depreciation.  As  an  example  of 
what  Irrigation  could  do  for  a  com- 
munity, he  cited  the  case  of  a  town 
iTThe-Yakima  district  which  20.000 
acre*  of  reclaimed  land  had  made 
into  "a  new  city,  with  fine  streets, 
a  population  of  15.000  and  a  one- 
cur  system  that  would  do  the  heart 
good    to    see."       Irrigation,    he    said.

Mayor  Todd  and  City  Engineer 
Rust  both  claimed  the  city  had 
plenty  of  water  to  spars,  and  It  was 
merely  a  case  of  dollars  and  cents — 
whether  or  not  the  venture  would 
prove  profitable. 

In  answer  to  Inquiry.  Mr.  Young 
urged  that  every  acre  of  land  en- 
hanced So  value  by  the  systom  should 
pay  a  baalc  rate.  Including  tha  In- 
terest, sinking  fund  and  possible  de- 
preciation. Efforts  should  bo  mads 
to  keep  the  groaa  charge  below  IS 
per  acre  per  year.  He  estimated  that 
the  cost  of  a  thorough  investigation 
would  cost  botwsn  $6,000  and  $7,000, 
the  more  complete  it  was  the  greater 
would  bo  the  guarantee  of  success. 

Aid.  It.  J.  Porter  and  Mr.  W.  H. 
Dawes,  president  of  the  Sidney 
Board  of  Trade,  questioned  whether 
a  system  of  dry  farming  might  not 
be  better  suited  to  Saanlch  than  Ir- 
rigation. Mr.  Dawss.  however,  quot- 
ed from  a  letter  written  by  Prof. 
Lionel  Stevenson,  of  the  Baaan  Bay 
Experimental  Farm,  Sidney,  to  the 
effect  that  there  was  a  great  need 
for  water  during  certain  seasons,  and 
that  the  gross  returns  from  truck 
farming  In  the  district  would  be  con- 
siderably increased  by  some  form  of 
irrigation. 

Small  Fsrm  Community 

Mr.  W.  W.  Buttle,  who  has  been 
able  to  grow  strawberries  In  the  Ce- 
dar 'Hill  district  from  June  to  No- 
vember, recalled  how  a  community 
of  small  Ave  to  ten-acre  farms  for 
the  Saanlch  country  had  been  ad- 
vocated by  the  late  Mr.  C.  H.  Lugrln. 
and  said  that  the  latter's  suggestion 
made  many  years  ago  that  a  com- 
mission should  look  into  the  whole 
question  of  water  supply  should  be 
adopted     without    delay. 

Mr.  Thomas  Walker,  of  the  Gordon 
Head  Fruitgrowers'  Association,  held 
that  the  first  need  of  the  Saanlch 
farmer  was  a  domestic  supply  of  wa- 
ter. This  could  be  arranged  by  the 
establishment  of  separate  tank  res- 
ervoirs for  every  eight  or  ten  acres 
fed    by   the   Irrigation   system. 

Bettor  rrhan  Smokestacks 
That  a  combination  of  farm  de- 
velopment In  Saanlch  by  means  of 
irrigation  and  the  attraction  of  more 
residents,  especially  from  the  prai- 
ries, would  result  in  unprecedented 
prosperity  for  the  Island,  was  main- 
tained by  Senator  O.  H.  Barnard. 
"It  would  be  a  far  better  commun- 
ity to  live  in,"  he  added,  "than  a 
district  of  smoke-grimed  factories 
and  chimneys,  which  you  won't  get 
anyhow." 

Mr.  P.  A.  Pauline,  M.  P.  P.  for 
Saanlch.  contended  that  it  was  im- 
perative to  find  out  the  financial 
feasibility  of  the  plan  before  taking 
action,  declaring  that  unless  every 
Item  of  cost  could  be  borne  by  the 
country  served.  It  would  not  be 
worth  establishing. 
k>  Lines  of  action  whereby  a  sur- 
vey of  the  field  could  be  made  and 
money  secured  If  the  plan  were 
found  practicable  were  proposed  by 
Mr.  Henry  C.  Hall.  M.  P.  P..  for  Vic- 
toria, and  were  incorporated  into  re- 
solutions   unanimously   adopted. 

-That  before  taking  any  definite 
course  the  people  who  would  be  di- 
rectly affected  should  be  consulted 
as  to  their  attitude,  was  the  conten- 
tion of  Reeve  Frank  Borden,  of 
Saanlch.

First  of  the  Liberal  caucus  sessions 
was  held  yesterday  afternoon  at  the 
legislative  buildings,  and  after  four 
hours'  discussion  an  adjournment  was 
had  until  10:  $0  o'clock  this  mornihg. 
General  organisation  of  the  Govern- 
ment forces  for  the  session  was  ths 
chief  topic  discussed,  the  caucus  not 
getting  down  to  consideration  of  any 
detailed    legislative   programme. 

Dr.  Sutherland,  member  for  Revel- 
stoke,  who  was  chairman  of  the  cau- 
cus last  year,  occupied  a  similar  posi- 
tion at  yesterday's  meeUng.  It  Is 
stated,  however,  that  Dr.  Sutherland 
will  be  named  chief  Government  whip 
in  succession  to  Hon.  John  Hart,  who 
at  the  last  session  held  office  and  had 
as  his  deputy  whip  Mr.  F.  W.  Ander- 
son, member  for  Kamloops. 

It  was  freely  admitted  by  members 
in  caucus  that  keen  criticism  can  be 
expected  from  the  opposition  and  the 
weak  Joints  In  the  Government  ar- 
mour were  made  the  basis  of  a  discus- 
sion which  planned  the  course  of 
strategy  to  be  taken  by  the  adminis- 
tration. The  fact  that  there  is  now 
in  opposition  a  freelance  in  the  per- 
son of  Mr.  James  Hawthornthwaite. 
Socialist -Labor  member  for  New- 
castle, on  whom  the  faults  of  the  late 
administration  cannot  be  fastened  and 
to  meet  whose  criticisms,  therefore,  a 
new  plan  of  defence  must  be  made, 
was  a  factor  in  the  caucus  delibera- 
tions. 

None  of  the  really  important  legis- 
lative measures,  such  as  taxation, 
P.  G.  E.  affairs,  land  settlement,  etc., 
were  touched  upon,  though  these  will 
be  taken  up  later  in  caucus.  Mrs. 
Ralph  Smith  was  not  present,  nor  was 
Mr.  J.  W.  t'owper,  both  Vancouver 
members. 

In  these  days  of  conservation,  the 
legislators  have  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity to  effect  a  substantial  saving 
by  the  simple  expedient  of  eliminating 
the  greater  part  of  the  forensic  efforts 
made  in  the  debate  upon  the  address 
in  reply  to  the  Speech  from  the 
Throne,  which  will  open  on  Monday 
afternoon.  Last  year  and  in  previous 
years  the  debate  dragged  along  day 
after  day  and  after  the  first  few 
.speakers  it  became  an  endless  repeti- 
tion, the  Government  supporters  get- 
ting out  of  their  systems  an  Immense 
amount  of  self-congratulatory  matter 
tending  to  prove  the  Government  was 
the  only  slmon  pure  administration 
that  ever  existed,  while  the  opposition 
efforts  were  all  along  the  line  that  It 
would  have  been  utterly  impossible  to 
have  had  In  power  a  Government  with 
really  less  claim,  from  the  standpoint 
of  merit,  to  office.  Of  course,  opposi- 
tion criticism  Is  constitutionally  a 
most  important  factor  In  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  province,  but  with 
the  present  limited  opposition  num- 
bers, some  sort  of  arrangement  might 
be  made  whereby  an  equal  number  of 
the  Government  side  would  speak,  and 
thus  materially  cut  down  the  debate, 
and  at  the  same  time  shorten  the 
session  to  that  extent.  Last  year  was 
the  first  of  a  new  parliament,  and  It 
was  but  natural  that  each  new  mem- 
ber to  the  House  should  desire  to 
make  his  maiden  speech,  but  the  same 
excuse  does  not  exist  at  this  session. 
It  is  stated  that  the  Government  has 
no  desire  for  a  long  session  this  year 
and-  it  may  be  a  saving  In  time  as 
well  as  money  may  be  effected  by  re- 
ducing the  number  of  Government 
speakers  on  the  debate  on  the  ad- 
dress.

K.  Bledsoe,  by  a  majority  of  thirteen 
votes,  according  to  the  final  returns 
following  the  official  recount  yesterday 
at  Albernl  by  Capt.  Huff,  returning  of- 
ficer.

"In  Ontario  the  Income  tax  is  a 
municipal  tax  which  materially  relieves 
the  municipality  In  respect  to  the 
revenue  to  be  obtained  from  land.  From 
time  to  time  additional  obligations  are 
placed  on  municipalities,  such  as  those 
arising  from  the  Prohibition  Act,  in 
which  case  it  may  be  noted  the  revenue 
from  licences  Is  no  longer  received,  tt 
In  not  denied  that  the  Province  re- 
quires revenue,  but  this  will  be  dearly 
secured  If  in  the  process  the  financial 
future  of  the  municipalities  of  the  Pro- 
vince is  to  be  imperilled.  Meanwhile 
the  Province,  in  addition  to  the  taxes 
mentioned  above,  has  important  sources 
of  revenue  in  the  forests,  mines,  fish- 
eries, lands  In  unorganised  districts, 
fees  on  the  incorporation  of  companies, 
etc. 

"Tour  committee  begs  to  make  the 
following  recommendations,  which,  it  be- 
lieves, if  adopted  in  their  entirety,  will 
go  a  long  way  toward  solving  our  pre- 
sent difficulties: 

Oosaaaisslsas 

"1.  One.  or  at  the  discretion  or  the 
corporation,  two  commissions,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  corporation  for  the 
following  purpose: 

"(a)  To  revalue  for  the  purpose  of 
the  assessment  roll  all  property  with- 
in the  city  subject  to  municipal  taxa- 
tion In  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  section  —  of  this   Act. 

"(b)  To  decide  what  portion  of  the 
cost  of  expropriations  should  be  assess- 
ed against  the  property  owners  directly 
affected  in  accordance  with  section  — 
of   this    Act. 

"(c)  To  draw  up  a  fair  and  equitable 
settlement  binding  on  all  parties  in  re- 
spect to  local  Improvement  undertak- 
ings for  which  no  by-laws  have  yet 
been  passed  owing  to  disputes  between 
the  corporation  and  the  owners  affected. 

"(d)  To  consider  and  to  decide  what 


redaction;  if  say.  should  ho  anode  in  ths 
it  tor  work  dona  under  a  local 
t  by-law,  which  may  bo  re- 
ferred to  tho  commission  by  the  cor- 
poration tor  this  purpose. 

"I.  Ito  member  of  said  commission  or 
.commissions  shall  be  any  person  who  Is 
or  who  has  boon  either  mayor  or  alder- 
man of  ths  corporation,  nor  personally 
delinquent. 

'**.  Tho  expense  of  ths  commission  or 
commissions  shall  bo  paid  by  the% cor- 
poration and  such  fees  shall  bo  paid 
to  ths  commissioners  as  shall  be  agreed 
between   them  and  tho  corporation. 

"4.  Tho  commission  or  commissions 
Shall  each  consist  of  three  members  and 
ths  decision  of  a  majority  of  the  com- 
mission shall   bo  final. 


"6.  The  commission  appointed  for 
that  purpose  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tions ■■  of  this  Act  shall  pro- 
coed  to  value  all  the  land  wttbln  the 
city  subject  to  municipal  taxation,  pro- 
viding, however,  that  ths  basis*  of  the 
valuation  of  all  the  land  shall  be  sucb 
that  the  aggregate  valuations  of  all  ths 
laad  within  the  oity  subject  to  munici- 
pal taxation  shall  not  bo  more  than 
$66,000,000  nor  less  than  $41,000,000. 
Ths  valuation  made  by  the  commission 
shall  form  the  assessment  roll  for  the 
years  101$  and  1919  so  far  as  land  la 
concerned,  and  at  their  discretion  the 
council  may  adopt  the  said  roll  for  the 
year  192*.

We  might  aay  in  connection  with  this  Government  Standard  {Flour,  that  it  is  in  no  sense 
of  the  word  a  War  Flour,  as  it  is  a  pure  White  flour,  being  100%  of  the  flour  that  is 
contained  in  good  sound  wheat.  The  new  milling  regulation,  to  put  it  in  simple  lan- 
guage, means  that  millers  instead  of  nuking  several  grades  of  flour  as  previously,  are 
now  compelled  to  put  all  of  the  flour  that  is  contained  in  good  milling  wheat  into  one 
grade.  This  still  gives  a  good  all-purpose  flour,  but  of  a  slightly  more  creamy  color 
as  compared  with  our  regular  high  quality  Purity  Flour. 

With  the  exception  of  the 
creamier  dolor,  which  Is  unim- 
portant those  time*,  you  should 
bo  hast  ss  successful  ia  your 
hakfng  as  with  tho  high  potent 
floor.  On  account  of  contain- 
ing the  more  glutinous  portions 
of  tho  wheat  berry,  'the  floor 
may  work  in  s  slightly  different 
Care  will  have  to  bo 
at  first,  until  you  got 
A  with  tho  difference.

"6.  The  commission  shall  consider 
assessments  made  to  cover  cost  of  ex- 
propriations and  it  shall  have  power  to 
reduce  these  assessments  and  In  decid- 
ing whether  the  assessment  should  be 
reduced  or  not  the  commission  shall 
take  Into  consideration  all  the  circum- 
stances  bearing  on    the  case. 

"7.  Where  in  any  case  it  seems  to 
the  commission  more  equitable,  the 
commission  shall  have  power  to  assesn 
the  cost  of  the  Improvement  on  a 
frontage   basis.

"10.  The  interest  and  sinking  fund 
charges  In  respect  to  any  reductions 
made  in  assessments  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  general  revenue  of  the  corpor- 
ation. 

"11.  Upon  application  by  the  corpor- 
ation, the  commission  shall  settle  the 
terms  of  a  fair  and  equitable  settle- 
ment binding  on  all  parties  In  respect 
to  work  of  local  Improvement,  In  re- 
spect to  which  assessment  by-laws  have 
not  yet  been  passed  because  of  dls- 
putes  between  the  corporation  and  the 
owners  of  properties  affected. 

Arrears  of  Municipal  Taxes 
"12.  That  on  or  before  the  30th  of 
June,  1918,  one-tenth  of  the  aggregate 
amount  of  all  the  said  taxes,  with  in- 
terest, due  on  the  aist  of  December, 
1917.  less  one-tenth  of  the  taxes  origin- 
ally levied,  with  Interest  thereon  to  the 
31st  of  December,  1917.  other  than  taxes 
for  local  improvement,  shall  be  paid.  In 
cash  to  the  corporation  with  Interest 
thereon  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent  per 
annum  from  the  1st  of  January,  1918, 
to  the  30th  of  June  191$. 

"13.  Providing,  further,  that  on  or 
before  the  80th  of  June  in  each  and 
every  following  year  there  shall  be  paid 
one-tenth  of  the  aggregate  taxes  and 
interest  due  on  the  31st  December,  1917. 
less  one-tenth  of  the  taxes  originally 
levied,  with  Interest  thereon  to  the  31st 
of  December.  1917,  other  than  taxes  for 
local  improvement,  with  interest  at  the 
rate  of  7  per  cerrt  per  annum  from 
the  30th  of  June  In  one  year  to  the 
•30th  of  June  in  the  following  year,  on 
the  amount  of  the  principal  then  un- 
paid, together  with  the  previous  year's 
taxes. 

"14.  Providing,  further,  that  If  In  any 
year,  or  previously,  to  apply  to  that 
year,  there  shall  not  have  been  paid 
previous  to  the  30th  of  June  one-tenth 
of  the  principal  sum  and  Interest  ss 
aforesaid,  the  said  property  shall  forth- 
with be  subject  to  sale  by  the  corpor- 
ation on  and  after  the  30th  of  Septem- 
ber V  that  year,  such  sale  to  Include 
the  current  year's  taxes  whether  due  or 
not. 

"15.  Providing,  further,  that  any  time 
previous  to  the  sale  of  the  properties

There  shall  be  deducted  from  the  total 
amount  of  taxes  and  Interest  thereon 
due  on  the  81st  of  December,  1917,  one- 
half  of  the  amount  so  charged  for  In- 
terest and  one-tenth  of  the  taxes  ori- 
ginally levied  other  than  local  Improve- 
ment taxes  and  n©  Interest  shall  be 
charged  from  the  1st  of  January  to  the 
30th   of  June.

"18.  Provided,  further,  that  If  after 
the  SSth  of  June.  191$.  and  before  the 
1st  of  January.  1933,  payment  Is  made 
of  the  unpaid  portion  of  the  taxes  due 
on  the  tlst  of  December,  1917.  with 
Interest  thereon  to  date  of  payment, 
less  the  deductions  sot  forth  In  clause 
13  of  this  report,  then  there  shall  be 
deducted  5  per  cent  from  the  amount 
of  ouch  unpaid  portion  of  ths  taxes  so 
reduced,  due  on  the  31st  of  December. 
1917,  but  no  deduction  •hall  bo  made 
from  ths  amount  duo  for  Interest  since 
tho  1st  of  January.    1917.

What  Lake  Washington  was  con- 
nected with  Puget  Sound  by  the  com- 
pletion of  the  canal,  the  water  level 
of  the  lake  was  lowered  and  an  area 
of  lake  bottom,  comprising  approxl- 
ately  tour  square  miles  of  mud  and 
water,  situated  almost  directly  back  of 
the  University  of  -  Washington,  was 
transformed  Into  the  likeness  of  a 
swam^paiHare  the  cattail  bloomed  and 
varlegl^B  grasses  grew  In  tropical 
profusion,  and  here  a  feathered  ex- 
plorer discovered  the  duck  U^pia  ami 
summoned  his  kind.  And  ttctb^  the 
wilds  the  mallard  and  greenhead 
iamlllea  hastened  to  Seattle. 

Here  they  have  collected,  hundreds 
or  them,  within  a  few  minutes'  walk 
of  the  university.  They  swim  and 
cavort  about  In  high  spirits.  In  per- 
fact  security  they  wax  fat  and  inso- 
lent, and  their  constant^  squawking 
haa  In  It  a  note  of  contempt  that  Is 
hard  to  hear. 

Unable  to  live  In  safety  In  Isolated 
places,  tha  spoonbill  has  elected  to 
live  with  Man  and  comply  with  his 
law*.  And  dally  the  fame  of  Seattle 
a*  a  duck  resort  spreads.  It  has  be- 
come known  as  a  haven  of  refuge  to 
tha  oppressed  duck.  Here  is  a  glori- 
ous  swamp,  protected  by  city  ordin- 


ance,  where  one  can  paddle   about  In 
peace  and  comfort.

Shipbuilding  in  British  Colum- 
bia Employed  Few  Dozen 
Men  18  Months  Ago,  Now 
Employs  Thousands, 


Although  It  la  true  that  the  Impetus 
given  ahlpbulldlng  In  British  Columbia  dur- 
ing tha  put  rear  haa  brought  tha  industry 
before  the  people  aa  never  before  In  the 
history  of  tha  Province.  It  ia  by  no  maana 
an  entirely  new  Induetry.  tor  tha  adaptabil- 
ity of  Vancouver  island  timber  for  ship 
construction  waa  recognised  as  far  back  aa 
17(1,  when  a  small  vessel  was  oullt  in 
Nootka    Bay. 

It  ia  true,  however,  that  the  "Aid  to 
Shipbuilding  Act"  brought  dawn  by  the 
lata  Bowser  Government  drew  attention  to 
British  Columbia's  possibilities  and  a  pro- 
gramma  launched  at  that  time,  about  a 
year  ago,  put  on  Ita  feet  what  promises 
to  be  tha  leading  induatry  of  the  Prov- 
ince. 

Under  the  Provincial  scheme  of  aid  tor 
shipbuilding,  the  programme  was  for  tan 
auxiliary-powered  wooden  schooners.  of 
small  type,  which  cost  about  $160,000 
each. 

Than  the  Dominion  Government  took 
the  matter  up  and  decided  on  a  limited 
programme  to  build  ships  to  ply  between 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  ports  of  Canada,  and 
let  contracts  for  two  auxiliary-powered 
wooden  vessels.  Th»  shortage  of  tonnage 
on  the  Atlantic  Ocean  drew  the  attention 
of  the  Imperial  Government  to  the  urgent 
need  of  building  a  fleet  of  ships  In  the 
shortest .  possible  time,  and  the  Imperial 
Munition*,  Board  ordered  the  construction 
of  twenty-seven  wooden  vessels  In  this 
Province,  the  serviceability  of  Pouglaa  fir 
in  shipbuilding  having  by  this  lime  been 
fully  demonstrated.  Out  of  this  haa  grown 
u.  tremendous  Industry,  which  employs  be- 
tween   five    and    ten    thousand    men. 

There  followed,  too,  contracts  with  the 
Wallace  Yard  In  Vancouver  for  three  steel 
ships  for  Norwegian  Interests,  one  ship  of 
which,  the  War  Dog.  is  now  afloat.  The 
other    two   are   under  construction. 

Tha  auocesa  of  the  construction  of  tha 
War  Dog  drew  attention  to  this  Province 
as  a  steel  shipbuilding  centre,  and  John 
Coughlan  A  Sons,  another  Terminal  City 
firm,  are  now  embarked  on  this  class  of 
construction  and  have  met  with  enviable 
success. 

Although  as  yet  no  steel  shipbuilding 
yards  have  been  brought  into  existence  in 
Victoria,  there  is  much  agitation  In  busi- 
ness and  other  circles  for  their  establish- 
ment, and  many  believe  that  next  Christ- 
mas  will  find   at   least  one  In  full   swing.

NANAIMO,  Feb.  8.— The  Nanalmo 
School  Board  met  yesterday  afternoon, 
when  a  lengthy  discussion  took  place 
over  a  communication  received  from 
Mr.  John  Kyle,  of  the  Department  of 
Education,  stating  that  the  attendance 
at  the  mining  class  was  below  the 
minimum. 

After  hearing  tho  communication 
from  Mr.  Kyle,  general  regret  was  ex- 
pressed by  the  Trustees  that  the 
efforts  of  the  School  Board  to  give  the 
young  people  of  Nanaimo  a  free 
education  was  not  better  appreciated. 
The  letter  also  enclosed  $73.60.  the 
Government's  grant  towards  the  salar- 
ies of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  night 
school   for  December. 

The  board  gave  the  merchants  of 
Nanaimo  severe  criticism  when  ac- 
counts dating  back  as  far  as  May 
were  presented.  Some  of  the  mer- 
chants of  this  city  must  be  exception- 
ally wealthy  or  run  their  biralness  in 
a  free  and  easy  manner.  One  of  the 
trustees  expressed  the  belief  that  if  a 
merchant  did  not  present  his  bill 
within  six  months  he  did  not  deserve 
to  be  paid.  The  accounts  of  such 
long  standing  were  laid  aside  for  ex- 
planation. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
the  School  Janitors'  and  Engineers' 
Association,  calling  the  attention  to 
the  address  presented  by  the  Associa- 
tion to  the  convention  of  School 
Trustees  held  last  year  in  Nanaimo. 
and  requested  the  Nanaimo  School 
Board  to  pass  a  resolution  along  tho 
lines  suggested.  The  communication 
was  received  and   filed.

NEW  YORK,  Feb.  8.— Dispatches  to 
Dun's  Review  from  branch  offices  of 
R.  O.  Dun  A  Co.  in  leading  trade 
centres  in  Canada  state  that  retail 
distribution  of  staple  commodities  is 
well  maintained,  considering  weather 
conditions,  and  that  wholesalers,  al- 
though the  movement  of  travelling 
salesmen  Is  hampered  by  snow  block- 
ades In  some  districts,  report  the  re- 
ceipt of  -a  satisfactory  volume  of 
orders  for  Spring  and  Summer  mer- 
chandise. 

Collections  are  prompt  as  a  rule, 
and  with  the  leading  industries  in 
practically  all  sections  showing  con- 
tinued activity,  sentiment  generally 
among  merchants  is  decidedly  cheer- 
ful 

The  wholesale  trade  at  Montreal 
displays  considerable  activity,  notably 
in  drygoods,  furnishings,  hardware  and 
other  requirements  for  the  coming 
Spring.  Footwear  is  still  quiet,  but 
groceries  are  moving  steadily  Though 
cautious  buying  la  the  rule,  pros- 
pects are  regarded  as  encouraging. 
Retail  trade  is  rather  quiet,  but  not 
more  than  usually  so  at  this  period. 

Toronto  reports  that  while  traffic 
conditions  are  somewhat  better,  tra- 
velling salesmen  are  still  hampered  in 
their  movements  In  many  districts. 
However,  they  are  sending  in  quite  a 
fair  business  for  prompt  and  future 
delivery,  and  their  advices  reflect  gen- 
eral confidence  In  the  outlook.  Whole- 
sale houses  are  also  receiving  sub- 
stantial orders  by  mail,  while  buyers 
are  displaying  noticeable  conservatism 
in  their  operations,  as  well  as  a  pre- 
ference for  the  more  staple  classes  of 
merchandise.  Indications  are  though*, 
to  point  to  an  active  Spring  trade. 

Generally  favorable  conditions  con- 
tinue to  be  reported  from  the  Far 
West,  with  a  good  lookout  for  the 
future. 

At  Winnipeg  the  retail  trade  shows 
the  usual  between-seasona  quietness, 
but  the  wholesalers  are  booking  good 
orders  for  Spring  delivery,  and  a  good 
business  Is  looked  for,  except  In  a  few 
lines  in  which  the  demand  has  been 
affected  by  the  abnormal  rise  in  prices 

Calgary,  Saskatoon  and  Reglna  also 
report  a  steady  demand  for  staple 
merchandise,  with  prospects  bright, 
while  at  Vancouver  both  the  whole- 
sale and  retail  trade  have  been  stimu- 
lated by  active  conditions  In  ship- 
building, lumbering  and  mining  In- 
dustries. 

Commercial  failures  in  the  Dom- 
inion this  week  numbered  26,  as  com- 
pared with  21  last  week,  and  28  in 
the  corresponding  week  offlast  year.

Reports  from  the  Far  East  Indicate 
that  the  Japanese  companies  have  a 
growing  complaint  over  mall  shipments 
which  may  probably  result  in  an  inter- 
national Issue.  Owing-  to  the  fact  that 
merchants  in  the  Orient  engaged  in 
trade  with  other  parts  of  the  world,  es- 
pecially Canada  and  the  United  States. 
cannot  obtain  as  much  cargo  space  as 
they  require,  many  of  these  are  now 
dispatching  a  part  or  the  whole  of  their 
merchandise  by  means  of  the  parcel 
post.  < 

This  tendency  is  particularly  evident 
with  those  merchants  engaged  in  trans- 
pacific trade,  where  the  freight  traffic 
is  intensely  congested.  Hitherto,  It  Is 
said,  the  average  amount  of  mall  on  an 
outgoing  steamer  was  between  forty 
and  fifty  tons,  and  seldom  exceeded  the 
mark  of  100  tons,  even  at  Christmas, 
when  the  parcel  post  In  usually  greatly 
ly  swelled  in  quanllty.  The  parcel  po»t 
Drought  here  at  the  beginning  of  the 
week  by  the  Canada  Maru  and  unloaded 
at  the  outer  wharf  totalled  400  tone. 
This  shipment  was  far  exceeded  by  the 
Vushlml  Maru,  which,  was  on  the  coast 
some  weeks  ago,  which  brought  1,000 
tons  of  parcel  post,  or  approximately 
4,000    huge    sacks. 

With  every  bit  of  available  space  on 
this  hitter  steamer  allotted  for  this 
enormous  shipment  of  parcel  post.  It 
was  impossible  to  adequately  ship  It 
aboard  the  liner.  l.ate  arrival  at  the 
wharf  of  large  quantities  of  mall  has 
caused  inconvenience  to  the  mariners 
who  Wish  to  sail  their  ships  on  punc- 
tual   sailing'  time.
